Libraric, cited by Ro. Stephen fiftcene had this clauſe: and 
reaſon-might tell, ſome trificrleft it our, cyther by the La» 
tine: or by not knowing why $S. Luke left it out: Burt all 
of judgement know,that abridgers in Scripture be ſhort. 
AndS. Luke in the bleſſings hath bur fine of the whole. 
And from the firſtNarrator,matters arc to be had: as euen 
the Pope ſtandeth to his Latine for S, Matthew. 

Beſides, the Arabique written Tranſlations , pne which 
I haue, brought lately from the Eaſt : an other which the 
worthy renowmed Arias cAMontanu lent the learned 
Printer Raphclingius , theſe haue the ſaying: Thynes the 
Kingdome, the powre, and eloric, for ever and eucr. 

And here commeth the Pope to judgment , how his 
Arabique Coppic ſhould not agree with the Greeke: ſeing 
other Coppics doe: if Coppics common haue that ſen- 
tence, how ſhould his miſle it. The Arabique notation is 
plaine, and yoyde of ſchoolkticks : and feing their Tran- 
flations that arc abroad haue this clauſe,reaſon telleth that 
the Greeke Originals, that went over Arabi had it : asall 
the uſuall in the Welt. Befides the Chaldi Ethiopian 
printed at Rome hath this : and the nation was large, rea- 
ching over Eaſt & South. So millions of Originall Greek 
Coppies in thoſe quarters are ſuppoſed to haue the fame. 
All the Siriaque Tranſlatiop hath, T hine s the Kingdome, 
the Powre and Glorie, for ever and ever : {0 millions then 
heldit part of the New Teſtament : and hold the Pope a 
Corrupter. And Theophiladt in Greeke printed at Rome 
1542, haththe ſentence. So by number of yoyces it 
ſtanderth as Gods word. 

' And better by matter ; for when the four frerce beaſts , 
Daniel 7. had taken away the holy Iewes Kingdome,
